Mark Tapley on Deck. 
The New York World perceives in 
the recently adopted platform of the 


Maryland democracy what it calls “the 
beginning of the end.” It says the plat- 
form has “eliminated from democratic 
mrinciples free silver, 16 to 1 and all 
the other folly of the Chicago platform.” 

On the other hand, the more intelll- 
gent gold organs, like The Courier-Jour- 
nal, have raised a loud how! over the 
Maryland platform. They denounce it 
as an unmistakable and “disgraceful 
surrender to the forces of free silver.” 

“The first step is the difficult one,” 
says The New York World, “and the 
Maryland convention has taken it.” If 
Mr. Pulitzer regards thts—as “the first 
step,” he will soon have several of the 
states in hfs neighborhood dancing to 
the same tune, 

The fact is, the declaration of the 
Marvland convention is a distinct vic- 
tory for those democrats who believe 
in the principles of the Chicago plat- 
form. It is an evasion, if you will, but 
in view of the fact that the Maryland 
democracy officially declared for the 
gold standard in 1896, even an evasion 
which recognizes bimetallism is a vic- 
tory for the true democrats. 

This is perceived by some of the more 
intelligent of the gold organs, and they 
are far from agreeing with The World 
that the new platform means a victory 
for the gold trust. The fact that the

The hard times 
through which the country has recently 
passed have left their Imprint upon almost 
every line of business and industry. Even 
the Hquor traffic, which usually maintains 
its ascendency in spite.of adverse condl- 
tions, has felt the depregSing_effect of hard 
times. The returns from the internal rev- 
enue bureau for the fiscal yearending Juns 
3), 1897, shows a marked falling off in the 
per capita corsumption of aleoholic liquors, 
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Nor is this decline in the traffic due to the 
cempetition of the beer industry, for the 
tax ACCTUIN£ to the Fovernment from the 


latter industry alone has fallen off $1,297 - 
78 during the past year, This amount rep- 
resents a shortage of 1,400,000 barrels of 
beer, as compared with the record of sales 
for the year preceding. But the depressing 
effect of adverse ecnditions upon the to- 
bacco industry is equally marked. The re-

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Georgia’s “Penal Code. 


Editor Constitution—Recogn'zing the 
necessity of an improvement of our crim- 
inal laws, the Georgia Bar Association 
makes three suggestions: 


ES tne 
amendable: 


criminal pleadings be made 


2. That the state and the accused have 
the same number of challenges: and 
3. That the defendant be not allowed to 


make a statement umless he put himself up 
as @ witness and submit to cross-exami- 
nation, 

The first suggestion ts a good one. 
not allow the state to amend, giving the 
accused full notice of the change and 
ample opportunity to meet it? Our pres- 
ent rule is. so ridiculous that the very 
judges who lay it down deplore the neces- 
sity of being bound by it. For tmstance. A 
was charged with stealing B's “listed sow- 
hog,’’ and was convicted. That B lost but 
one hog, and that A stole it, were clearly 
proven, but it was also proven that the 
hog wag a “listed boar-hog,"’ and on this

variance A’s conviction was set aside—95 
Ga. 463. So, where the hog was Inid as 
having “a crop and an underbit in each 
ear,” amd the crop was proven, but not 


the under-bit—74 Ga. 780; and so where the 
charge was embezzling “‘money, lawful 
currency,” and the money was proven, but 
not the currency—@4 Ga. 61. That the ac- 
cused stole the and embezzled the 
money was clear, but the probata, you see, 
did not fully fit the allegata, and the so- 
licitor could not amend his allegata by 
excising non-essemtials. 

The second suggestion is also a good one, 
Why give the accused twenty, twelve and 


hogs 


seven challenges, and the state, in like 
case, but ten, six and five? 
The third suggestion embodies the true 


law—speak, if you will; but, if you speak, 
answer. Both sides or neither. Coupled 
with this should be the requirement that 
if, in a murder case, the accused give his 
version of the killing, the dead man’s 
version be also received, whether delivered 


in the article of death or not. It is non- 
sense to confine it to the actual death 
throe. The nearer to the lethal blow, the 


better the evidence, because less studied 
and less likely to be tinged with the stu- 
por or delirium of dissolution. 

It is quite likely that certain constitu- 
tional pfovisions—see civil code, sections 
5701, 5702, 5703, 5705—may stand in the way 
of a legislative adoption of the first and 


third sugestions, but the constitution is 
not beyond amendment. 
Excellent, however, as are the sugges- 


tions of the bar association, they do not 
meet the whole case. Our entire penal 
code needs revision. In so saying, I do 
not s under any temporary impression 
create by recent lamentable’ events. 
Long ago my expertence as solicitor gen- 
eral, and then as attorney for the defense, 
taught me that our criminal system need- 
ed remodeling. - 

In 1890 I drew, and secured the passage 


eS 


of, a resolution that a joint committee ex- 
amine and report upon “the propriety of a 
revision of the criminal laws of this state, 
with a view to the gremter economy and 
efficiency of their enforcement and a prop- 
er adjustment of penalties to offiences. — 
See Ga. Laws, 1890, Vol. I, p. 540. The 
committee unamimously reported in favor 
of such a revision, and the house adopted 
a resolution authorizing the governor to 
appoint a revisory commission, but the 
senate declined to concur. 

Before the general assembly of 1892-3 I 
again agitated the subject, but the project 
of another new code, i. e. a compilation of 
our existing laws, civil and criminal, car- 
ried the day, and we are still in need of a 
new penal code, SALEM DUTCHER.

As to Criminal Law Reform. 

Editor Constitution—I was in New York 
when Dr. Ryder was tynched and had not 
only an opportunXty of noting the attitude 
of the northern press, which for weeks 
has given so much space to the subject of 
lynchings and mob violence as practiced in 
the eouth. but I discussed the subject of 
lynchings with some of-the ablest lawyers 
of the New York bar. It is important, yet 
nevertheless true, that both the press and 
some of the bar of the north still have a 
strong belief that lawlessness and mob law 
is in full eway in Georgia. At the present 
time the subject of lynchings is certainly 


the most widely discussed in Georgia. The 
main topic of discussion of the Georgia 
Bar Association, which met a few weeks 


ago, was: “‘Is Lynch Law Due to Defects 
in Our Criminal Law or Ilits Administra- 
tion?” The judges of our courts are trying 
to solve that momentous obstacle known 
as “‘the law’s delay’’ in order that justice 
may bo meted to criminals with as little 
delay as possible, thereby lessening the 
chances of an avenging mob taking the 
law into their own hands. The lawyers of 
Georgia, and more especially those who 
practice at the criminal bar, are discussing 
the question among themseives and througa 
the public presy with the hope of discover- 
ing some method that may iead to a 
remedy which, if it does not entirely 
abolish, will be the means of reducing the 
number of lynehings in Georgia. Wur 
representatives are studying thw criminal 
code to learn if the error lies in a defec- 
tive law and a hundred members of the 
legislature are today drafting bills which 
they propose to introduce moditying, 
Changing and perhaps abolishing altogether 
certain statutes which they Delleve are 
harmful to the speedy trials of criminals 


and to the swift execution of justice. Our 
chief executive is quick to offer rewards 
fow the triait and conviction of any in- 
dividuals who may have taken part in 


mob violence. 

It may therefore safely be said that all 
the people of Georgia are alive to the con- 
dition of affairs touching this subject; that 
lynchings do occur, and further more that 
the outbreaks of mob violence are growing 


more frequent each yeas. If this be true 
thera must be a defect somewhere. Either 
the social conditions of the people have 


Ereatly changed, and, while perhaps out- 
rages upon women and brutal murders are 
no more heinous now than last year or the 
before, still the peopie seem more 
determined to wreak vengeance And speedi- 
ly exterminaie these human fiends from the 
faco of the earth without waiting for the 
mills of justice to grind. Or, if the social 
conditions of the people have not changed 
then the defect lies in our laws and their 
administration. 

In my humble opinion mr our laws 
n 


vears 


nor our courts, aro defective this par- 
ticular. The trouble that exists fies in the 
social condition, the very innate being of 


our people. To substantiate my beliet that 
this trouble is not chargeable to our laws 
or courts it may be pointed out that the 
delay in execution of sentence for capital 
offenses is no greater in Georgia than in 
New York or Massachusetts and yet while 
in these and in other estates crimes are 
commitied which justify lynching if lynch- 
ings are ever justifiable, still in these 
states lynchings rarely if ever occur. Let's 
widen the parallel a little and go to France 
o¢ Germany or England. Did you ever 
hear of lynch law in one of these coun- 
tries? and yet crimes are committed there 
justi as brutal and as terrible as ever Oc- 
cur in Georgia, and in these counties, 
France especially, “the law’s delay” is 
quite as long as with us. It is true in 
Kranee when conviction is madé and the 
death sentence passed execution is then 
swift and sure. The condemned is not 
even told his day of doom. It may be the 
Inorrow, percnance the next; he only 
knows that at the break of dawn soon he 
will be led to the guillotine. 

Nor can it be rightly charged that our 
lawyers in the defense of thelr clients are 
instrumental in defeating the execution of 
the law any more than the lawyers of New 
York. Massachusetts, Europe or elsewhere. 
A lawyer who does not to the full extent of 
his-ability and to the very last degree la- 
bor for his clients’ welfare is not doing his 
sworn duty and is unworthy to be a mem- 
ber of the great profession. I do not mean 
that he should defeat justica by unneces- 
sary delays or technical tricks, but in an 
open, legal fight he should take advantage 
of every possible point which may tend to 
his clients’ welfare. The talk we some- 
times hear of “ehyster’’ lawyers and mem- 
bers of the profession who are notorious in 
defeating justice by delaying the law's 
execution I believe to be totaliy unjust. It 
must be re membered that a lawyer owes 
quite as much to his cilent as he can be 
expected to owe to upholding the law and 
he is sworn and duty bound to use every 
honorable means in defense of his client's 
life and liberty. What lawyer is there 
who would not rather have upon his mind 
or conscience the thought tnat he in a 
thoroughly professional way had seen 
even the majesty of the law fail than to 


carry within his breast. the burning 
thought that he had undertaken the de- 


fense of a client and willfully neglected to 
protect him when he could have done so 
merely because he believed that law and 
justice would be defeated by his 6o doing? 
tt is indeed an interesting question as to 
how far a lawyer shall go in the defense 
of his client! 

If we can convince ourselves that mob 
violence is not in the main attributable to 
the law’s delay, and to me this seems 
plain, then we are forced to tne coneli- 
sion that our social conditions are diiter- 
ent from others. Let us therelore cob- 
sider this for a moment. 
discuss tha race 


It is unnecessary to . . 
question. That doesn’t figure in it. The 
people in their fury and thirst for ven- 


geance when they ‘tako the law inta their 
own hands lynch white men a3 speedily as 
black men. 3 

It is true that more negroes are lynched 
than white men; at the same time it Is 
also true that more damnable crimes are 
committed by negroes. 

When a crime is committed so black, so 
heinous, sa beastly brutal that an entire 
community, stirred to passionate fury, fn- 
stantly agree that death be the culprit’s 
portion there arises at the sama moment 
in a southern man’s heart a feeling of re- 
venge which the law, even fhough.it says 
the culprit shall die, fails to satisfy. Death 
ts not enough; vengeance must be satified 
to meet justice. If this be not true why 
da lynehers hang their victim and after- 
wards burn the lifeless corpse at the stake? 
Why do they riddle with bullets the slowly 
twisting, strangling form swinging from 
the limb and then leave it hanging on—on 
until law and order take what is left to 
bury and forget? It is to satisfy vengeance. 
Lynchinges have occurred in Georgia after 
the death sentence has been passed and 
execution ordered. It was not merely 
death the people wanted. It was not only 
justice they claimed—vengeance must be 
satisfied. I have not written this in de- 
fense of mob law. I am opposed to lynch- 
ings and believe that every means should 
be employed to etop the practice. Tamper- 
ing with the laws, however, will not do It. 
Our lawmakers cannot legislate tenderness 
and merey into the hearts of men whose 
homes have been robbed of the loveliest 
jewel. So long as outrages are committed 
so brutal in helnousness that entire com- 
munities like one man artse and call for 
vengeance—just so long will lynchings con- 
tinue, : 

We are a people long suffering and ex- 
ceedinglv ~patien’ wwntil endurance bursts 
the bonds that hold tenderness and mercv 
and kindness together and then the war 
dees of hell are as kittens in comparison. 

Modify your laws, instruct your fudges 

to make haste wisely, preach to the people 
to be calm and patient—aye, threaten them 
with tmprisonment and even death—sti!l 
when the people are aroused lynchings will 
go on just the same. 
1 There is but one way to leecen the evil— 
and that way is not sure. Build In the capital 
city a state prison where offenders can be 
securely and safely kept and for all crimes 
of capital punishment have them tmmedi- 
ately incarcerated there. Let thera be no 
delay in trial, though giving a change of 
venve when necessary and have the state 
provide always a strong guard te conduct 
prisonera ta and from trial. The peo- 
ple will then soon learn when a or'soner 
is once In the hands of the law he its safe 
to remain there until the law sets him free 
or demands that he pay the penalty.

Alice Word, a drunken negro woman, 
came very near causing a riot on the cor-

God had not caused it to rain upon the 
earth and man was not yet there to till 
the ground. But there went up a mist from 
the earth and watered the whole face of 
the ground.” 
This going up of evaporation or mist 
from the earth watering the whote face 
of the ground has thus, from the beginning, 
been carried forward on an _ increasing 
world-wide — seale. Rainfalls cut but a 
small figure in the economy of nature, as 
it is ours now to see. 

The s@ience of common 
the feason sought is revealed, is soon 
learned. Water, to perform its mission, is 
first made @.visible. Under the influence 
of sunlight or heat it is reduced to vapor, 
or steam, In which state it is invisible. In 
this invisible state it does its work for man, 
in mathines and all animal and vegetable 
t.ssue. It is man’s servant: under his 
control. He makes it both visible and in- 
Visible at will. AS master and servant 
they are irseparable. The presence of a 
billion men implies the presence of a hun- 
dred milton wells of water.

The Story of the Figures. 

For more than two weeks Tax Recetver 
Armistead, assisted by an able corps of 
experts, has been working day and night 
upon the county and state digest. The 
thousands of return sheets were arranged 
and placed on the massive books, being 
checked and re-checked a number of 
times. Then came the footings, which was 
a task In itself. Every item was calculated 
and the additions made which were neces- 
sary to be checked back and forth and 
up and down the columns. 

Yesterday the last figure was mada 
the last addition completed and Tax 
ceiver Armietead wrote his name at the 
bottom of the last page, declaring the 
figures correct to tha best of his informa- 
tion and belief. 

The books are exceedingly neat and make 
a handsome appearance. They were good 
last year, but this year’s work far sur- 
passes any that has ever been dona in the 
tax receiver's office 

The recapitulation on the last pages 
gives a summary of the entire book. It 
shows the returns by districts, and these, 
when compared with last year’s digest, 
make a very interesting story.

| is both a matter of explanation and spec- 
ulation. Several reasons can be given, 
while some of the causes have not been 
ascertained. 

Tax Receiver Armistead says the short- 
age may be due to several jof the tax- 
payers having not returned their property. 
This {s known to be true, as there are 
many who have neglected to make any 
returns, either because of neglect or ab- 
sence from the city. There are many who 
will doubtless be double taxed, although 
the books have teen kept open a little 
longer than the law provides and all pub- 
licity has been given to the fact that the 
taxes were due and should be returned. 

The shortage has caused a good deal of 
comment in business circles, and there are 
a good many who cannot understand why 
the shortage should be so much. 

Commissioner Adair Surprised. 

Chairman Forrest Adair. of the board of 
county commissioners, was seen yestefday 
nite ahi and asked what he thought 
would be the result of the shortage upon 
the tax rate for the county next year. 

“I can't understand why the shortage 
is,” said he. “If there has not been a 
mistake in the additions of the digest, the 
shortage is amazing, and the reason for the 
falling off is not explainable. 

“Six years ago the county had about 
six million more than the city. The city 
bas now about $9,000,000 more than the 
county, yet the county has all the wealth 
of the city and the added wealth of the 
country districts, which is not included in 
the assessment of the city. I can’t under- 
Stand these inconsistencies. 

“The truth of the matter is that the 
county should have about $10,000,000 more 
than the city, because there is a vast 
amount of valuable property in the county 
that the city does not touch. There are 
many manufacturing properties and plants 
outside of the city limits that are not 
taxed by the city, yet the city tax books 
show a tremendous gain over the county.” 

New Tax Rate Will Be $64.04. 

The effect of the decrease in taxable 
properties will be that the present rate of 
$59.04 will be changed back to the rate 
that was in effect in 1895—$64.05. 

This rate will raise $322.00, which will 
meet every expense of the county for the 
year, ineluding the $100,000 that is to be 
levied for the building of the new court- 
house. 

Of course these figures apply only to the 
county, but it is understood that the state 
rate, which has been threatened with an 
increase, will remain the same, making the 
rate for both state and county the same, 
or about the same, as it was in 1895. 

Had there been no decrease in the tax- 
able property of the county, the rate would 
have been the same as at present, and 
the levy for the new courthouse would not 
have brought about any change.

‘ Ali these mentioned countries report lim- 
ited uvailable and prospective wheat to 
meet European needs, 

There exists no valid reason why our ex- 
change should look to Liverpool! for gu'd- 
ance. 

Instead we should dictate to Livaypool. 

Liverpool-is forced to core to us et the 
price we make. 

No official figures at this wr'‘ing* are 
available showing the actual wheat supply 
of Europe. 

All we Know, they have empty granaries, 
and there ex!sts today an unusua! demand 
by Europe for cash wheat. Therefore, the 
inference is justified that Europe has a 
large crop deficiency to be supplied. 

At no time in history has a bull wheat 
market been more legitimately justified 
thon at present. If any corner is in oper- 
ation, it is sunk out of sight by legitimate 
requirements.
